Samar and Leyte, Philippine 
Islands, Are Devastated. by 
Big Storm. — 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.~—Additional de 
thils of the disastrous earthquake that 
overtook Kingsten, Jamaica, were re- 
ceived here today. It ts estimated, these 
details state, that one-stxteenth of the 
city was destroyed by the shocks and 
the fire that followed. The number of 
killed is placed at 30 and the injured 
at 300. 

Many structures went down in the 
lower section as a result of the first 
shock, and fire started atong tne 
wharves. The excitement and confusion 
and the debris which closed many 
streets hampered the firemen and it was 
some time before they could get to work 
to fight the flames. 

Panic Impeded Rescue Work. 

The inhabitants rushed wildly about, 
following the first earth tremor, which 
lasted several minutes, and succeeding 
shocks, which came quickly but whieh 
were of lesser force, added to their ter. 
ror. The crash of toppling houses added 
to the general fright, and it was somé 
time before the people recovered and sét 
to work to rescue the unfortunate whe 


had been caught in collapsed bulldl 

The general hespital was not seriously 
damagetl by the earthq e, and toe 
this place the injured were taken as 
fast as they were recovered. 

Sir James Swettenham, Governor of 
Jamaica, was prompt in taking meas- 
ures to stop panic and disorder. He was 
ably assisted by Sir Alfred Jones, a vis- 
itor. 

Many persons made their way to the 
hills following the disaster, but their 
fiight was orderly. 

The fire was under control late Mon- 
day night. It was still burning in 
places along the wharves, but danger 
of its spreading was believed to be over,

“The general property tax assessed by 
both the State and counties and mu- 
nicipalties upon the assessment made 
by local asseSsors upon real and per- 


zonal property is so generally recog- 
nized in the State Constitution that 
nothing = short of a constitutional 


change, either by 
a Constitutional 
the door t® the 
other system. 

“We are satisfied from careful study 
of our revenue system that a change is 
required to remedy existing radical de- 
fects and to secure equality to our citi- 
zens in bearing the public burdens of 
the State. The Commission of 198 re- 
ported that the assessments were not 
uniform in the different counties, and 
that discriminations were made even in 
the same county between different kinds 
of property. Unequal taxation is unjust 
taxation. 

“We all agreed that the first step in 
any tax reform is the separation of the 
sources of State and local revenue. This 
change would not require the exemption 
of any class of property from taxation. 
The proposed change may be effecte d, if 
it is not deemed expedient to submit the 
proposition for a Constitutional conven- 
tion, by the submission and adoption of 
A single constitutional amendment in 
form which can be readily prepared. 

“The State would discontinue the levy 
of a general property tax upon the rea] 
and personal property of the State, 
leaving the assessment and collection 
of this tax to the counties and munici- 
palities for local purposes, including 
schools. 

“The State would hereafter derive its 
revenue through its inherent wonerel 
power of taxation upon general sut jects 
of taxation as by licenses, corporation

taxes, inspection fees and such other 
forms of taxation as the Genera! As- 
sembly may from time to time deter 
mine. 

“The different rates of assessment in 
the different counties, enforced by the 
Aifferent demands for local re ‘venue,

The remedy proposed is, in our opinion, 
the only effective remedy. On the other 
hand, the proposed system would give 
the people of the counties and cities ‘of 
the State the largest measure of home 
rule and local option in the matter of 
taxation. Each jecommunity could fix tts 
own rate of valuation as its local needs 
may require, without subjecting its cit- 
izens to the fo ic of being compelled 
to pay an undue share of State taxa- 
tion. 

“In order more effectively to secure 
the principle of home rule in this mat- 
ter of taxation we recommend that no 
@xemption, total or partial, shall be 
made by the county courts or city coun- 
cils on any form of property, real or 
personal, subject to the genera) prop- 
erty tax, except upon a submission to 
popular vote of such county or city.
